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THE artillery council sitting in New York has 
been attending closely to business during the week, 
and has considered and discussed a mass of inter- 
esting data and suggestions bearing upon the mat- 
ter in hand. 


THE death of General Pitcairn Morrison leaves 
that distinguished Indian fighter, General Wm. 6. 
Harney, the oldest living commissioned officer of 
the Regular Army. According to the records of the 
War Department, General Harney is in his 88th year. 
General Morrison was nearly 92 at the time of his 
death. Col. Washington Seawell, retired, stands next 
to Gen. Harney in the matter ofage. He is in bis 
86th year. The records of the War Department do 
not show the exact date of birth of the older re- 
tired officers, and the ages above given are therefore 
only approximate. 














THE October term of the United States Supreme 
Court commenced October 10. Among the Army 
and Navy cases that will probably come up for hear- 
ing and decision during the present term are two 
of considerable importance to the Services, viz.: the 
Watson case, involving the right of graduates of the 
Military Academy prior to 1870, to credit for cadet 
service in computing their longevity pay, and the 
claims ot several Naval officers for back pay under 
the rather complicated law of August 5, 1883, 
which is supposed to give certain officers of the 
Navy increased pay for the time they served in the 
Volunteer Navy. 








SECRETARY WHITNEY has been at Lenox, Mass., 
this week, engaged in the preparation of his annual 
report with which, it is said, he is taking extraor- 
dinary pains this year. Its chief features will 
be an elaborate description, both written and illus- 
trated, of the vessels now building, of the battle 
ship and armored cruiser shortly to be constructed 
in the Navy-yards, and of the floating batteries for 
which authority has been granted by Congress. The 
pictures of these vessels, about thirty in all, are 
being prepared under the direction of the chief con- 
structor, whose office has lately turned out some 
very excellent work of this kind. 








Tae Naval Medical Examining Board is in session 
at Philadelphia. One candidate only for appoint- 
ment to the Medical Corps of the Navy has been or- 
dered to report for examination, and there are 12 
vacancies. Some of the applications received for 
appointment are very amusing. One applicant 
wanted a list of the questions to be asked. Another 
desired to know how to proceed to secure an ap- 
pointment as surgeon of,a schoo! vhip or cruiser. 
He described himself as an educated American phy- 
sician, whose loyalty to his flag caused him to de- 
sire to serve his fellow man, both on land and sea. 
His letter was filled with grammatical inaccuracies. 





SEVERAL officers of the Subsistence Department 
have been ordered to change station, as will be seen 
by the Army Orders published this week. With re- 
ference to these changes the Washington correspon- 
dent of the New York Sun says: ‘‘ General Mac- 
feely, Commissary-General and Acting Secretary 
of War, seems to have taken advarttage of his posi- 
tion to give his own department about as complete 
4 shaking up as it has had for some years. General 


Maofeely said that further changes were under con- 





sideration among officers of Subsistence, but had 
not yet been decided upon. It is understood that 
the Secretary of War sanctions these changes, but it 
has caused not a little talk among Army officers in- 
terested.” 


Tue Navy Register to July 1, 1887, is now being 
distributed. Its compilation has been transferred 
from Dr. McNairy to Lieutenant Schroeder, of the 
Bureau of Navy Intelligence. Under the head of 
‘“‘the Navy Department” the relative rank of the 
lige officers at the head of bureaus precedes their 
names, and the titles of ‘‘Chief Constructor,” ‘‘ En- 
gineer-in-Chief,” ‘‘ Paymaster General” and ‘“‘ Sur- 
geon General,” those of the staff officers who are 
bureau chiefs. The headings following the names 
are: “Date of present duty or leave,” ‘‘expiration 
of last cruise,” ‘‘sea service under present commis- 
sion,” ‘‘total sea service,” ‘‘shore or other duty,” 
‘* unemployed,” ‘appointed from.” Instead of 
giving only the date of present commission as here- 
tofore the date of all previous commissions follows 
each officer’s name. The ‘‘previous service as en- 
listed men” is added to the record of warrant offi- 
cers. Smaller type is used in printing the Regis- 
ter, so that the total number of pages is eleven less 
than the January Register. 


Tue Pall Mali Gazette, commenting upon a re- 
cent statement by Lord Randolph @hburchill in a 
speech delivered to Yorkshire farmers that ‘‘foreign 
imports of wheat are illimitable,” calls attention to 
the successful issue of the wheat-growing experi- 
ments which have been made this season in the 
Canadian Northwest, under the auspices of the 
Dominion Government. ‘‘ The fertility of the North- 
west soil,’ says the Gazette, ‘‘is proverbial; the 
area of possible cultivation is,as Professors Fream, 
Sheldon, and other British authorities have assured 
us, practically limitless. All the natural conditions 
for successful wheat growth are there except that 
the growing season is short—too short for the sure 
success of a wheat requiring 120 days to fully ma- 
ture. Having, then, obtained a wheat needing only 
three months from ‘seeding to shearing,’ is it to be 
wondered at that the Manitobans are again dream- 
ing that their province and the vast Northwest ter- 
ritories beyond must ere long become one of the 
chief granaries of the world ?”’ 

















THERE are again two vacancies on the limited re- 
tired list of the Army and the usual effort is 
being made by the officers anxious for promotion 
to have two of the thirty odd disabled officers 
shelved. No selections have yet been made, but it is 
said the Secretary of War is disposed to favor the 
selection ot cavalry officers, as he is desirous of get- 
ting the two or three additional 2d Lieutenants out 
of the way in order to give the President an oppor- 
tunity to appoint some of the successful non-com- 
missioned officers candidates in case he feels so dis- 
posed. All the surplus graduates have now received 
full 2d Lieutenancies, except three cavalry officers 
and one in the Engineer Corps. There are now 
vacancies in the infantry branch of the Service, but 
it is held that the President cannot appoint any of 
the non-commissioned officers to them until the 
cavalry additionals have been disposed of, either by 
transfer to the infantry arm or by promotion in the 
regiments to which they are at present attached. 
Should the Secretary decide to make the two retire- 
ments from the cavalry arm itis very probable that 
Colonel Wm. B. Royall, 4th Cavalry, will be one of 
the officers selected. That officer has asked to be 
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sent before a retiring board and his request will be 
comphed with in a day or two. It was reported 
some time ago that he contemplated asking for re- 
tirement under the forty years’ service act. He has 
evidently, and very sensibly too, concluded to take 
advantage of the law that was framed for the spe- 
cial benefit of officers bearing such honorable 
wounds as he does. In the event of the infantry 
being favored this time, it is probable that General 
Sheridan’s recommendation for the retirement of 
Captain Cyrus M. De Lany, 15th Infantry, and 
Captain John 8. McNaught, 20th Infantry, will 


prevaii. 


EXPERIMENTS in electrical communication with 
lightships have been tried in England, and the Com- 
mittee having the matter in charge recommend that 
they be continued further before adopting the plan. 
The attempt to establish such communication fol- 
lowed the loss of several crews in the neighborhood 
of the Goodwin Sands, particularly those of the 
Deutschland and Indian Chief.. These vessels were 
cast away within sight of the lightkeepers, but the 
latter were unable to make their signals heard or 
seen on shore for several hours, and consequently 
before the life boats arrived many of the unfortu- 
nate mariners had perished from the cold and ex- 
posure. Still, the Committee were only able to find 
very few instances where really serious loss had oc- 
curred from the time lost in carrying information 
to the shore. It is quite certain, however, sayr 
Engineering, that hours of agony must be endured 
by crews waiting in sickening suspense while the 
lifeboat goes from lightehip to lightship trying to 
find their whereabouts, or while the fogs or snow 
stops all communication. Sooner or later this state 
of things must be done away with, and more cer- 
tain means of communication be substituted for 
gans and rockets. 











SPEAKING of the British Marines the Admiralty 
Gazette says: ‘‘The old idea of needing the red- 
coat’s presence to keep the bluejacket in order has 
exploded in these days of continuous service sea- 
men and the abolition of the press gang. And we 
believe that a step would be taken in the right di- 
rection if the Marine became absolutely part and 
parcel of the naval service, and were saved from his 
present half and half position. Such aslep would 
materially increase our Naval ‘Reserve, and the 
splendid corps would he relieved of the inconven- 
iences and uncertainties of dual control. The Artil- 
lery branch of the service was introduced for the pur- 
pose of supplying a trained gunner to act as captain 
of the gun in the old days of wooden ships carrying 
batteries of 32 and 64 pdrs. To meet this require- 
ment, artillery companies were formed and com- 
manded by officers specially selected from the list 
of the corps for their proficiency in that particular 
arm. Ata later period, in consequence of the ne- 
cessities of the service baving called for a gradual 
increase of this force, it was found expedient to de- 
tach these officers from the parent branch, and 
from them into a separate division with their own 
officers. Hence the present Royal Marine Artillery 
as now formed and organized. In the meantime 
there sprang upin the navy seamen gunners, & 
highly educated and trained body, who in duecourse 
naturally supplanted the Marine Artillerymen in 
the special dutics hitherto assigned to them on 
board ship, and consequently these latter by de- 
grees were relegated for all purposes of duty to the 
same position as their con/reres in the infantry.”

On Wednesday the contestants met, under the 
Presidency of Capt. A. T, Muban, Presideut of the 
War Vollege, to discuss the results. In the absence 
of Capt. Bunce, of tbe Atlanta, Lieut.-Comdr. R. M. 
Berry gave adescription of the way in which th 
attacked cruiser was successfully defended against 
the torpedo attack. Lieut.-Comdr. Sumner, the 
senior umpire of those stationed on board the 
Atlanta, and Comdr. Dana, umpire for the attack. 
toude their detailed reports, and then President 
Mahan invited discussion. Objection was raised to 
tbe fact that the Atlanta’s search hghts were 
allowed to be employed all the time, since it is cer- 
tain thatin actual fichting the atracking torpedo- 
boats would succeed in disabling the lights occasion- 
ally and in picking off the men working them. 

Lieut. Joho F. Meigs, fleet gunning officer of the 
North Atlan ic Squadron, urged thut in fucure the 
attacking torpedo boats should be painted black, 
and thar the men’s bands and fuces should also be 
blackened, sinve anytbing white was revealed witb 
extraordinary distinctness during Tuesday’s engage- 
meut. He believed too, that bud 18 torpedo boats, 
capable of maxing 19 Knots, been emploved, and the 
rule viopted of only two minutes ccntinuation of 
electric search lights followed by two minutes in 
terval, which would balance the prebabiltties of 
actuwl warfare, the Atlanta would have been de- 
stroyed. 

fo case of actual conflict with a foreign power 
Whitehead torpedoes would bave to be tuken into 
account and in that case the defending vessels would 
bave to employ the wire vet system like the Eng- 
lisb, Frevceh and Coutinental navies. 

Before the discussion on the torpedo engagement 
Major Livermore, of the United states Engineers, 
gave an explanation to the assembled paval officers 
of the plan of Thursday’s shawn fight. Afterwards 
Major Livermore, accompanied by bis class, visited 
the scene of the proposed fight to explain in deta) 
the order of campaign. 

The plan cf attack, as preparei by Major Liver- 
wore, assisted by Capt. E:iward Field and Lieut. 
Casker H. Bliss, lst U. 3. Artillery, was as follows: 
Assuming tbat the island is in posses+ion of the ere- 
my, itis proposed to reduce it by a combined attacl 
ou laod und water, The fleet bas tukeu possession 
of Sukonnet River. and the bridges counectivg the 
vorta of the isluud w‘th the matnland are under its 
control. The North Atlantic Squadoa, during the 
night of Oct. 12 and 13. bas forced its way tbrough 
the Dutch Island passage, and is now anchored a 
sbort distance up the bay. Transports with 10,000 
or 15.000 meu are expected to arrive in Sakonunet 
River vot later than the night of the 13th. 

Of the enemy’s troops now occupying the island 
about 5,000 ure on the eustern shore coufronting our 
fleet iu Sakonnet River, 1500 are on the western 
shore confroutin. the North Atiautic squadron, avd 
200 or 300 ure vecupying the city of Newport. Fort 
Adams 13 the only defensive work supposed ro exist. 
It has a few field pieces, but no beavy gus bearing 
upoo Coaster’s Harbor Island, nor is any fire to be 
feared from the other islands or any otber vessels 
in the harbor. It is anticipaced that after the land 
iug of our troops upon ihe eastern shore of the 
island the enemy will be forced to take up a defen-, 
sive position, such as that occupied by the British in 
1777-8. Itis desirable to confiue him in as narrow a 
limit as possible, and to this end the North Atlantic 
squadron is expected to so dominate the western 
shore of Rhode Island as to enable the land forces on 
toeir arnival.o turn the left flank of the enemy’s 
position. The fire from the fleet.and four gunboats 
of light draught will be enougn to secure the coast 
as far south as Coddiogton’s Ceve. 

The possessiou of Coaster’s Harbor Island is ex- 
tremely desirable as a site for batteries to aid in a 
final reduction of Newport and Fort Adams, and 
tor the immediat- advuntage of taking in the rear 
and flank the enemwy’s position on Miantonomi Gill. 
lt is thougbt, moreover, that by broging a heavy 
fire to bear on Coddington’s Point and the neck con- 
vecting it with the maiviand, while our gunboats 
sweep tbe northern shore, we shail be able to pre- 
veut the occupation of that important position, and 
that our troops would be better protected from 
attack iu overwhelming numbers than if we at- 
tempted to ocuupy Coddingtn’s Point itself. 

On the morning of Oct. 13 the coast guard, seeing 
our preparation, is drawn up to oppose our landing, 
When they see us: move off to the south they realize 
that they canvot keep pace with us, being mostly 
com om | of infantry, and telegraph to their forces 
in Newport to move up the coast and meet us at 
Coddington’s Point. They arrive, however, in time 
to discover our purpose, and, crossing the cause- 
way, they reach a point on the crest of the island 
just as our skirashers reach a certain line. On ap- 
proaching the island our boats suffered some loss 
irom the fire from Miantenom hill. After we have 
vbtained possession of the island we immediately 
put it in a state of defence by coustructiog shelter 
vrencbes aud batteries along that portion of the 
wland which commands the south shore of Coddidg- 
ton's Powmt and by establishing the troups in defen- 
sive positions. 

The attacking force wae about 600 strong, com- 
manded by Comdr. W. D. Hoff, of the Ossipee. It 
was composed of three battalions: the first, com- 





manded by Lieut. B. R. Russell, of three companies 
of marines; the second, commanded by Let. (omdr. 
Lyons, of five compe nies of blue jackets; the third, 
commanded by Lt.-Comdr. R. M. Berry, of five com- 
panies of blue jackets. 

We reserve our account of the attack and defence 
for another week. The Sun reports that several of 
the contestants were wounded o ving to some over- 
sight io usiug ball cartridges left over from target 
practice and by some of the men putting “small 
pebbles into their guns.” A murine on the Saratago 
was the most seriously wounded, aud ove man from 
the Atlanta, one from the Portsmouth aud two from 
other ships received injuries. 








ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSARY- 
GENERAL. 


Tue annual report of Brig.-Gen. R. Macfeely, 
Commissary-Geveral of Subsistence. submiifed to 
the Secretury of War this week, is made up almogt 
entirely of statistics, showing the financial and the 
official operations for the year. No recommenda- 
tious are made. ‘I'he total resoursces of the Depart- 
ment at end of the year were $3.396.080; expendi- 
tures, $2,631,193; amou:ts charged against officers 
still in the Service, on account of stores, funds, 
ete., alleged to have been lost by thefts, etc,. and for 
which relief cau only be obtained in the Court ef 
Claims, aggregate $764,887. The average contract 
price per pound of fresh beef during the current 
year was 8.16 cents as compared with 8.38 cents in 
the last year. The highest price was 15 cents, paid 
in Nevada, and the lowest 524 cents, paid in Vir- 
givia. Subsistence supplies to the value of $27,788 
were issued to the Indians. The largest item of ex- 
paves was under this bead ; $18,984, was for the 
Yhiricahua prisoners of war. Stores were lost 
through accident and unavoidable causes to the 
amount of $6,940, and stores were condemued -o the 
value of $15.569. The total number of commissary 
sergeants at the end of the year were 117; nine were 
appointed during the year. The officers of the De- 
partment are commended for their etlicient service. 








(Special Despatch to the Evening Post.) 
CANADA OFFENDED. 
MONTREAL, Oct. 12. 


Tue Gazette (official organ here) is uot pleased 
with Mr. Chamberlaia’s utterances or the Fisheries 
Commission. It says: “It certainly must sound 
strangely to any one who cheristies the imperial 
sentiment to bear an ex Minister of the Crown and 
an exalted representative of British power on a 
peculiarly British — speaking of England as 
‘almost an impartial observer.’ * We granted Cana- 
da a constitution,’ he savs, ‘making her practically 
a separate and an independent State, save in one re- 
spect. We reserved control of her foreign policy; 
therefore we are bound to see that the lust link that 
binds Canada to England 1s not weakened, is not 
severed, as it easily might be by our neglect of Can- 
ada’s interests or by our indifference to her just 
rigbts.’ We have no doub’ whatever that Mr. 
(Chamberlain, when he expressed bimself in these 
terms. meant to give the fulle-t and kindliest assur- 
auce that the interests of Canada were as safe in his 
hands as if the question at issue was purely an Eng- 
lish question. Stull, from the standpviut of imperial 
amity, thev are calcula ed to grate somewhat on 
British ears; for the fact of our being Canadian does 
not surelv preciude our being also British, and the 
fisheries question is cer:ainly an imperial, as much 
us it can be a Canadian, quesiion It may be recalled 
that it was a somewhat similur tone on the part ot 
Lord Derby during the discursion of the Queens- 
land-New Guineaimbroglio, which gavesuch offence 
to the Australians. [t was then thut some English 
jouraoal, advocating the cause of the colonists, gave 
utterance to the opinion chat until an injury in- 
flicted on the remnotest corner of the Empire stirred 
up in British breasts the sane feelings of indigna- 
tion and resentment that would be arousei by an in- 
jury to Kent or Northumberlaaod, imperial unity 
would be nothing more than an empty name. Eug- 
lish statesmen, as a Class, have not yet, and still less 
have Englishmen io geaoeral, attaiued to that com- 
prehensive yar an aod in Mr. Chamberlain's 
case, the course which he marked out for himself on 
the question of Irish bome rule gives still deeper 
emohbas:s to his discrimination between the interests 
of England and the interests of Canudu.”’

Dept.of Artzona.—Brig.-Gen. N. A. Miles. 


A Tucson despatch says: * The press of the Terri- 
tory generally approved Gen. Miles’s policy of re- 
ducing the Apache tribes on the San Carlos Reser- 
vation by removing them to various abandoned 
military reservations in this Territory and Califor- 
nia, where they can be held under better control 
and disarmed. Opposition to the removal of the 
Yuma and Mohave Apaches back to the Verde mili- 
tary reservation comes altogether from four men 
who are grazing cattle on the reservation. A peti- 
tion is being circulated, signed by all the farmers 
settled in the valley, supporting Gen. Miles's recom- 
mendation for the removal, as they are peaceable, 
industrious Indians, and the farmers want them for 
laborers. These tribes are always at peace, and 
were forced on the San Carlos Reservaticn against 
their strongest protest. They promise to be self- 
supporting if allowed to return to Verde.” 


Dept. of Dakota.—Brig. Gen. T. H. Ruger. 


A despatch concerning the outbreak of the Crows 
at the Crow Agency quotes Uaptain Edward Hun- 
ter, lst U. 8. ygnnat A who has seen fifteen 
years’ continuous service at the frontier posts 
of the Northwest, as saying: ‘The Goverpment or 
the civil authorities must move very cautiously in 
arresting the Crows or in recovering those horses or 
there will be trouble. The temper of those Indians 
is exceedingly bad at present, and ettempt at arrest, 
especially by civil process, will cause an outbreak. 
If they are handled tenderly they will get over their 
excitement in afew days and be reasonable about 
matters. The real truth is, the Crows have been 
great sufferers in these predatory raids which they 
and the Piegans have made upon each other. When 
the Piegans steal horses they send them to Canada, 
where they cannot be recovered. When the Crows 
make areturn raid and sneak off with the Piegan 
horses, they take them back to their reservation, 
and of course they are always recovered for the 
Piegans. As a result, one tribe always gets its 
horses back while the Crows get nothing. Asa con- 
sequence the latter are much exasperated at being 
compelled to give up the horses. o. advice has 
always been for the removai of the Piegans, Assin- 
uiboines, Gros Ventres and other Northern Mon- 
tana Indians away from the border. They will al- 
ways keép us in hot water.” 

A Billings despatch says: ** Special Agent Howard 
is investigating the trouble at the Crow Agency, 
and says the arrests will be attempted next Satur- 
day, unless the Government agent, pow coming on 
from Washingten, objects. Sword Bearer’s follow- 
ing is increasing daily, and a fight seems inevitable.”

THE first death among the Apache Indian prisoners, con- 
fined in Fort Pickens, Fla., occurred at noon of Sept. 28. It 
was that of a squaw, one of the wives of Geronimo, Her 
pame, as pear as could be learned from the interpreter, was 
She-gha. She died of Bright's disease, having been ill ever 
since sbe came to the fort—indeed, she was ill betore she left 
Fort Marion, St. Augustine, for Fort Pickens. 

The body of Mrs. Geronimo, the day after her death, ee, 
by order of the commanding officer and with the consent o 
the Indians, taken across the barbor and decently interred 
inthe 0.8. National Cemetery at Barrancas. 0, 
several of the Indians, the interpreter and a few people 
from the garrison, witnessed the interment. The Indians, 
by their bearing, showed a grateful appreciation of the care 
taken of their dea’, and listened with the deepest a’ 
to the reading of the burial service. When it was explained 
to them that to more completely ensure the grave’s being 
undisturbed a guard would be in the cemetery ail night, they 
seemed much gratified. 

A very beautiful monument of Scotch ite has already 
beep erected to the memory ofthe Jate Dr. Artand. It was 
completed last Saverdey, and bears the following inscription :

WORK AT THE BROOKLYN NAVY-YARD. 


AcTIVE and extensive preparations are being car 
ried out at the Brooklyn yard for the early initiation 
of work on the new and powerful warships to be 
constructed there, The plans for the new plate 
bending und drilling shop are about comp!l+ted, and 
the work of ¢recting the building has begun This 
new shop will be of wood,and will extend across 
the axis of tbe sbip-house to be occupied by the 
new vessel, while the ship-house itself is to be 
lengtbened about 90 feet to accommodate the di- 
mensions of this man-of-war; this extension very 
nearly, if not quite. joming it to the plate bending 
shop. Altogether it 1s quite probable thai the hum 
of iudustry wili soon resound in this navy-yard as 
it bas not since the busy days when an impromptu 
navy was in process of evolution during the late 
uvpleasantness. 

Work on the stone dry dock 16 nearing completion, 
and the plans of Civil Engineer P. U. Asserson, iu 
a of this piece of work, promises a new lease 
of life for this fine dock, and tbe only regret in this 
connection is tbat Congress did not see fit to author- 
ize a lengthening of the dock to an extent sufficient 
tor the accomm<dation of the longest ship likely to 

uire docking iu the near future. lt is proper to 
note, however, that the new dock to be constructed 
at this yard by Simpson is to be of dimensions to 
admit the largest shins afloat without difficulty. 1t 
1s likely that if the stonedock repairs are completed 
in season that the Boston, Atlanta and Ch will 
be taken eut of the wuter here iu succession as they 
all need attention Lelow tbe water line. This is 
especially true of the Boston, for this vessel bas 
been afloat more than a twelve-month since last 
bavinpg bad her bottom cleaned and painted.

KRUPP'S GREAT GUN FOR ITALIAN NAVY. . 


THE great German manufacturer of steel and of 
the must powerful artillery, Herr Alfred Krupp, 
who died on July 14, bed in band at Essen. for two 
years past, a gun constructed forthe Italian Navy 
which is the largest bitherto prodnced. Weeive an 
illustration of this huge piece of ordnance, as it 
appeared when placed on a special railway wagon, 
for vonveyance to Antwerp, where it was put on 
board ship to be carried round into the Med‘ter- 
soos consigned to tne [talian naval arsenal at 

pezia. 

The raitway truck, built expressly for this pur- 
pose, was 75 ft. lonz, with thirtv-two wheels and 
sixteen axles; bat its length could form bendiogs, at 
six pornts, to pass round curves on the live of rails; 
this carriage, without its load, weighed ninety six 
tons. The gun, which weighsa bundred and eighteen 
tons, is 45 ft. long, and its interna! calibre is nearly 
sixteen inches, rifled with 92 epiral turns. It throws 
a steel projectile welguens nearly one ton, with a 
charge of six cwt. of brown om powder, 
having an initial velocity of 614 yards in a second 
aod a range of neatly eigbt miles. The shot can 
pepetrate a steel armor plate thirty six inches thick 
immediately at the mouth of the eun, and a plate 
twenty-nive inehes thick. it is estimated, at the 
distance of a mile or more. Krupp’s factory, how- 
ever, 1¢ now engexged 10 making two of still larger 
dimensions.—Illustrated London News.

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THE ARMY AND THE INDIANS. 

THOsE who have been counting upon the extinc- 
tion of the buffalo to deprive the Indians of their 
commissariat, and so compel them to keep the peace, 
have not taken note of the cattle ranches which 
now cover the plains once roamed over by the buf- 
falo and furnish an abundant supply of ponies, as 
well as of beef upon the hoof. Attention is called to 
this new source of supply for Indian war parties by 
a despatch from Washington which says that the 
Northern Indians are fully aware of 1t and require 
very careful handling to keep them within the 
limits. Our Army officers thoroughly understand 
this and the despatch we refer to says: ‘* General 
Terry’s auction in ordering the troops to confine 
themselves for the present to the protection of life 
and property at the azency is regarded as meeting 
the case so fully as to leave no room for instructions 
from Washington. It is felt that a war of large 
proportions might be caused by harsh treatment of 
the Indians or an attempt to arrest those who have 
been fractious merely as an exhibition of authority.” 

The.belt of pasture land stretching from British 
America to the Rio Grande, which was formerly the 
stamping ground of the buffalo, is now covered with 
the cattle of the ranchmen. Thesecattle run freely 
over the country, foraging for themselves, and on 
the ranches are thousands of ponies which would 
farnish a war party of Indians with remounts. 
Since the buffalo was practically destroyed, in 1883, 
the cattlemen have crowded in and taken pcsses- 
sion of the land, and are looking with covetous eyes 
upon the land still reserved for the Indians. The 
land drained by the Upper Missouri and its tribu- 
taries and stretching from Central Dakota to 
the Rocky Mountains, and from the Black Hills to 
the Big Horn range, is covered with branded 
eattle. The Indians confined within the boun- 


daries of their reservations are quiet but not con- 
tent, and it would require no great provocation to ex- 
cite them to an outbreak. It 1s hard to see how such 
@ provocation is to be avoided in view of the loeal ! 
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LS SA ~ 
. ideas upon the subject of the Indian and his rights. 


It is certain that our Army officers will do all they 
can to keep the peace, ani equally certain that if 
the outbreak comes they will have to bear the brunt 
of the battle. The valiant cowboy will have other 
occupation about that time. But afew years ago, 
says General Dodge in his excellent work on ‘‘ Our 
Wild Indians,” ‘‘the Indian was wild, free, and inde- 
pendent. Now he is a prisoner of war, restrained 
of his liberty, and confined on circumscribed areas. 
But a few years ago he was rich in ponies and other 
property; now he is so poor that ‘no man will do 
him reverence.’ But afew years ago the Plains 
furnished him ample supply of food; now he is con- 
stantly on the verge of starvation. But a few years 
ago war and the chase gave ample vent to all his 
ambition and energy; now he is expected to be con- 
tent and satisfied with an empty stomach and 
nothing todo. Buta few years ago tribal govern- 
ment was so strong as to deter the Indians from the 
commission of outrages among themselves. We have 
broken down the tribal authority and substituted 
nothing in its place. The Indian is absolutely with- 
out law, either human or divine. The well-disposed 
are at the mercy of the evil-disposed.” Such is the 
wisdom of our dealings with these ‘‘ wards of the 
nation.” 

It is well to recall at this juncture the recom- 
mendations of General Dodge, to which so little at- 
tention has been given. He proposes to turn the 
Indians over tothe War Department in peace as 
well as in war, and to detail Army officers to take the 
place of the present personnel of the Indian Burean, 
which he would abolish, supplying the Indians 
through the machinery of the Quartermaster and 
Commissary Departments. He would abrogate exist- 
ing treaties and repeal all trade and intercourse laws, 
substituting for them special laws controlling the 
Indians until they shall become fully established as 
citizens, having the rights belonging to all citizens, in- 
cluding the ballot, which even the women are claim- 
ing now. Make Commanding Officers of military 
posts in Indian Territory or on reservations ex officio 
Superintendents of Indian Affairs, and give them 
magisterial authority over the Indians so long as 
they live in unorganized territory. Give the wild 
Indian sufficient food, even to the exclusion, if ne- 
cessary, of all other supplies. It is true that 
act‘on has been taken for carrying out an- 
other of General Dodge’s recommendations, which is 
to give the Indians farms in severalty, and buy the 
reservations and throw the forty-one millions of 
acres of land included in them open to settlement. 
His other suggestions are equally important and 
should be adopted. The action of Congress has 
been influenced by a distrust of the Army, which 
its whole history belies, and which is fostered by the 
enemies of the Indians for their own selfish pur- 
poses. It is time that a different spirit prevailed and 
that wisdom should replace prejudice in our legis- 
lation for the Indians. Just in proportion to the 
trust reposed in our Army officers will be the meas- 
ure of our security from Indian discontent with its 
censtant threat of Indian outbreak. See what has 
been done of late years by Crook and Miles in Ari- 
zona, where confidence is taking the place of distrust 
and emigration is beginniug to add a new empire to 
the national domain. In some impromptu remarks 
at the last meeting of the New York Commandery 
of the Loyal Legion Lt. Ool. Geo. A. Forsyth, of the 
4th Cavalry, gave a most interesting account of the 
changes in progress in the region where his command 
is stationed, all of which are directly traceable to 
the work done by our Army at the cost of effort 
which is but little understood in the East, and less 
appreciated. 


WHY NOT AN AUXILIARY NAVY? 


In the JournNaL of September 24, 1887, under the 
head of ‘‘The Naval Reserve,” we referred to the 
project for forming a Naval Reserve Oorps, and 
providing instruction in navigation, guonery and 
other duties. It is proposed that annual bounties 
be paid owners of steamships of American registry, 
in the coasting and foreign trade, for vessels con- 
structed according to the requirements of the Navy 
Department and capable of mounting not Jess than 
two high- powered riies of modern construction ; 
this bounty in no case to exceed ten cents in the 


coasting trade, or thirty cents per ton per 1,000 
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miles of distance covered iu the foreign trade ; the 


ships to be at all times at the disposition of the 
Government. This suggests the expediency of 
fostering the establishment of lines of Ameri- 
can passenger steamers, to be built according to the 
requirements of the Navy Department, carrying the 
mails (free or .otherwise), to the ports of various 
nations all over the world. These vessels 
should be armed with medium high-powered 
breech loaders, equipped for war at Government 
expense and the officers and part of the men 
detailed from the Regular Navy and under Gov- 
ernment pay, rations to be furnished at the 
expense of the steamship company. The whole 
ship’s crew should be kept under constant discip— 
line, ani their drill should conform, as near as may 
be, to that of the regular Service. The vessels 
should be subject at all times to call from our rep- 
resentatives abroad for the protection of American 
rights ; the steamship company to receive additional 
pay, at liberal rates, whenever their ships sare used for 
such protective service; and otherwise be free to 
control the ships and crews to their own advantage. 

By carrying out some such plan as this, weshould 
secure a powerful auxiliary naval force, con- 
stantly available to our representatives abroad, 
and affording a most effective moral support. The 
regular business of the steamship lines would not 
be seriously interfered with, and we should be able 
to give constant employment and nautical expe- 
rience to the younger officers of our Navy. 
Thus we should provide at a minimum of expense, 
a reserve of ships and skilled crews, complete in 
ali respects, for fast cruisers, and immediately 
available on the outbreak of war. We enter cadets 
at our Naval Academy, but are obliged to limit the 
number allowed to graduate because we have no 
ships and no work for them, no men even for 
them to command. We send out a few sbips to 
foreign stations to protect the interests of Ameri- 
cans, but their appearance at any given port, at 
any determinate time, is very uncertain, and when- 
ever difficulty occurs our consuls are either forced 
to throw themselves upon the protection of British 
men-of-war, as did Col. Maggi, at Sudi, or grind 
their teeth till a man-of-war can be sent a thousand 
miles, perhaps, as did Gen. di Cesnola, at Larnaca. 
Just after the civil war, we were able to say, ‘*‘ you 
must!” Now, who is so poor as to do us rever- 
ence? Not even Canada. It will take a long time 
of earnest effort to bring our Navy back to that old 
position ; and though the project of a Naval Re- 
serve Corps might eventually become very useful 
for recruiting, we need an immediate available 
forve. 

A pressing need for any maritime nation is a 
fleet, more or less extensive, of small vessels of 
good speed under steam, handy under sail, and 
capable of bearing a battery of modern guns of 
sufficient weight to command the respect due to the 
flag represented. The English, cur great model in 
so many things, have long appreciated this, and in 
carrying out the idea-have evolved a class of com- 
posite built vessels capable of remaining a long time 
at sea, economy of fuel having been the desideratum 
in their construction and engining. It is hecoming 
increasingly necessary for the United States to have 
aclass of vessels which can be appropriately as- 
signed to permanent duty on the China and Alaska 
Stations, as well as to preserve the interests and 
vested rights of our citizens in other parts of the 
world, notably among the islands of the Pacific. 
These vessels should be wooden bottomed, in order 
that coppering below the water-line may enable 
them to dispense with docking for long periods, 
Their engines should embody all modern improve- 
ments tending to simplicity and economy of coal, 
and a marked departure from the present system of 
Officering naval vessels should be inaugurated. 
Under existing regulations our ships are scarcely 
large enough for the proper accommodation of the 
officers, und here again the English Navy can teach 
us a lesson. On vessels ot less than 1,500 tons dis- 
placement the complement of officers is pretty much 
as follows: A commanding officer,.who is also fre- 
quently the disbursing officer, a first lieutenant, a 
navigating officer, and two others of the executive 
or line branch; an engineer officer, a medical officer, 
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mentioned, in commission for sea-service in the 

U. 8. Navy, the number of officers would easily be 

twice the number here given. The objection that 

we should not follow the English in these matters 

loses considerable of its force when we find that in 

hull, engines, and battery we have gone to that 

nation for models, and that with the exception of a 

few unimportant particulars the two ships of the 

new Navy already commissioned for sea-service are 

pretty good copies of English built models of a few 
years ago. The whole situation, pro and con, may 

be summed up in a few words: The Navy we have, 

or are to have, should be first-class of its kind, and 
if the future policy lies in the direction of a com- 
paratively small number of vessels, let those few be 
the very best and most efficient we can build, and 

let the Navy as a whole be the most efficient afloat 
so far as it goes. If we must have only a skeleton 
let it be a first-class one, and we should supplement 
it by the adoption of some one of the plans for an 
auxiliary navy which have been suggested. 








GENERAL OrpERS 60, A. G. O., current series, 
which we published October 1, seems, so far as we 
can learn, to have received the approval of the 
Army generally as well as that of Secretary of War 
Endicott, the order having been issued during his 
absence by the Acting Secretary of War. The re- 
quirement that Division and Department Com- 
manders should express an opinion or make a recom- 
mendation on every paper forwarded by them to the 
A. @ O. will prove a serviceable one, as we re- 
marked lately, if followed up by attention to 
these opinions on the part of the superior authori- 
ties at Washington. The portion of the order 
relating to the disposition by staff depart- 
ments of official papers ‘in relation to which 
military commanders can have no knowledge, 
and in which they are not expected to exercise con- 
trol or opinion” is simply the extension of the exist- 
ing system and not the establishment of a new one. 
Par. 451, Army Regulations, 1861, says: ‘*‘ Com- 
munications to or from acommander and those 
under his command must. pass through the A. G., 
A. A. G., or Adjutant on duty with it ; excepting 
only such communications between a disbursing 
officer and the chief of his particular branch of the 
staff as relate exclusively to the ordinary routine 
of business in their own department.” This was re- 
peated in the Regulations of 1863 (par. 451). G. O. 
127, of 1870, says: 

In order to reduce unnecessary expenditure of time, labor, 
postage. etc.,mn the transaction of official business, para- 
graphs 438 and 451 of the existing Army Regulations will 
not, hereafter, be interpreted as including matters of w 
intermediate commandere can have no knowledge, over 
which they are expected to exert no control, or upon which 
they express no opinion. Orders and instructions, 
whose nature leaves no pt power in intermediate 
commanders to modify or suspend them, will be transmitted 
direct to the officer under whose immediate authority they 
are to be executed; for instance, an order for the discharge 


of a soldier direct to the post commander, copies being fur- 
nished to the intermediate commanders as heretofore.”’ 


Pars. 646 and 648, of the Regulations of 1881, 
cover substantially the same ground. It may be 
said, however, that the present Regulations which 
we quoted have, of late years, fallen into disuse, 
and as a consequence the records of ‘‘Military Com- 
manders” are crowded with communications of the 
subject matter of which they have no especial know- 
ledge, cannot exercise any control and upon which 
no opinion of theirs is necessary. 





RETURNS received at the War Department from 
the Fort Monroe examining board in the cases ot 
the non commissioned officers who successfully 
passed departmental boards for appointments as 
second lieutenants in the Army, show that ten out 
of twelve examined obtained the necessary percent- 
age and were recommended for commissions. Two 
others—Corporal Charles Gloster, 5th Infantry, and 
ist Sergeant George H. Guard, ist Cavalry, are yet 
to be examined. They were not able to appear with 
with the other candidates on account of sickness. 
Following is a Jist of successful candidates, with the

A Brveseis correspondent of the New York 
Herald discusses the question: “Should war break 
ont how would Belgium stand against an invader. 
and how would the latter fare?’ After considering 
the present military condition of Belgium, the cor- 
respondent says: “There are two distinct opinions 
and schools in the high military circles of Belgium. 
One is in favor of shutting up the army witbin the 
fortified points and making a stand there, according 
to the old fashioned ideas which prevailed before 
1870. The other, which reckons General Brialmont 
and General Vandersmissen (of Mexivan fame) 
among its foremost supporters, is for using the for- 
tresses merely as a basis of operations, on which to 
fall back, and meeting the enemy boldly in the open, 
after outfilanking him. This is probably the method 
which would be adopted, as it is gaining fresh ad- 
herents every day. The query is whether fifty or 
s‘xty thousand Belgians—perhaps a smaller num- 
ber, as shown above—could bear the sudden rush of 
a French ora German army five or six times more 
numerous, whose officers are certainly superior, as 
far as practical experience goes, although the Bel- 
gians may be a match for them with regard to the 
theory of war. A few Belgian officers speak bope- 
fully on the subject; they are confident that their 
forces would arrest the progress of the foe suffi- 
ciently to allow his adversary to come up and assist 
in arresting it altogether; but the larger number of 
military authorities shake their heads ominously 
when the subject is broached, while the opinion of 
King Leopold himself may be gathered from the 
seriousness with which His Majesty has of late ad- 
vocated an increase of the military forces by the 
method of ‘ personal service.’”’ 








Tue Second Comptroller, upon a request of Pay- 
master Terrell, U.S. A., to be ordered to settle ac- 
counts under bouds of 1875 and 1879, says, under date 
of Oct. 7: “ His accounts under the former bond are 
balanced aud closed and the suspension of $129.43 re- 
maining under his bond of 1879 is of longstanding and 
ample time has been given bim for the production of 
whatsoever evidence and explanation he might have 
desired to offer with regard to the suspension. The 
travelling expenses which would necessarily be in- 
curred by Major Terrell to enable him to come to 
Washington as be requests, for the purpose in- 
tended, would amount, perhaps, to as much as the 
suspension he seeks to remove and would be, in my 
judgment, a needless outlay of money on the part 
of the Government for which this office does not 
purpose to be responsible. So far as I am informed 
every communication addressed to this office by 
Major Terrell or forwarded to it from him bas re- 
ceived prompt attention and consideration.” 








Tue British War Department gives arevard of 
$1,000 to any offiver who quslifies himself to actas 
interpreter in either the Arabic, Russian or Turkish 
language, and therefore the San Francisco Report 
thinks it might be a good idea for Uncle Sam to en- 
courage a general knowledge of Spanish in the 
United States Army, not only among the officers, 
but the rank and file. Spanish is the language likely 
to be most useful to our soldiers. 





CoLoNEL CASEY has submitted his report of opera- 
taows on the State, War, and Navy Department 
building since October 1, 1886. Work bas been con- 
tinued steadily on the west and centre wings and 
the approaches of the west front throughout the 
year, the remainder of the building and approaches 
having been previously completed. The first stone 
in the building was laid February 2, 1872, and the 
last, September 17, 1887. It is expected that the en- 
tire structure will be finished and ready for occu 
pancy in January next. The appropriation for the 
west and centre wings was $2,163,478, of which 
amount $1,879,445 has thus far been expended.

We published in the Journa. of Sept. 17 a state- 
ment concerning the transmission to the ship yard 
of asteel plate for one of the new vessels which was 
found to be imperfect. We learn now that atten- 
tion having been called to the matter the plate was 
examined, and it was found that it did not bear the 
stamp of the inspecting officer. It appears that the 
inspector was on hand when the plate was taken 
from the mould, but, it not being ready then for his 
examination, he left directions to have information 
sent to him when it was ready. This was not done, 
and in the absence of the Superintendent of the 
Steel Works the plate was sent forward without in- 
spection, and without bearing the inspection marks. 
This fact alone was, or should have been, sufficient 
to prevent its aceeptance by the officer on duty at 
the ship yard. 


It is hoped by those interested that Secretary 
Whitney willsee his way clear during the coming 
session of Congress to promote those of the Corps 
of Naval Constructors for whom vacancies exist 
under the rather indefinite and permissive laws 
affecting this branch of the naval establishment, for 
the well-worn quotation that “thelaborer is worthy 
of his hire,” is eminently applicable to this corps. 
To the skill and ability of the men detailed by Sec- 
retary Whitney to supervise, superintend and in- 
spect the multitudinous interests involved in the 
construction of our new vessels of war that the 
Navy is largely indebted to, and it would seem to be 
g004 policy to show that the Government is pot un- 
mindful of their value and efficiency. 














TuHE fortieth annna! meeting of the Aztec Club 
was held at Pinard’s, 6 East 15th St., New York City, 
ut 1 o'clock, P. m., Oct.13.

In the list of 
those who received distinctions honorifiques we find 
an Austrian field marshal, a Russian ‘general major,’ 
an Italian major ;eneral, etc. In fact, decorations 
wore meted out also to the representatives of Bel- 
gium, Turkey, Sweden, Holland, Denmark, Portu- 
gal, Servia, Peru, Bolivia and the United Siates; no 
decoration for England or for Germany—both out 
in the cold.”’ 


AN order will be issued this week adding the en- 
listed men 3tationed at West Point to the list of 
posts desiguated for monthly payments. This makes 
87 post» out of 150, in addition to recruiting stations, 
that are now mustered for pay monthly instead of 
quarterly, or nearly one-third of the entire Army. 














RECENT DEATHS. 

A Norwicnu paper, referring to the recent death 
of Captain W. E. Kingsbury, U. 8. Army, retired, 
announced last week, says: ** Capt. Kingsbury came 
from a military family and inherited the medal of 
the ‘Society of Cincinnati,’ bemg the last male 
descendant of his branch of the family. He was 
held in bigh esteem by Army comrades and was 
ofteu complimented by the War Department for 
his prompt and thorough official reports. He wasa 
brave and efficient soldier and ranked high in ma- 
sonic degrees. Although in feeble health for a 
long time, his death after a few days of severe suf- 
fering was considered sudden, the immediate cause 
being brain fever. The fuueral services were held 
at his late residence Oct. 7. Interment in the Yan- 
tic cemetery, Norwich.” 


THEremains of Gen. Judson Kilpatrick arrived in 
New York on Thursday, and a number of the 
friends of the deceased metat the Astor House in 
the evening to make arrangements for the funeral, 
Maj. Z. R. Pangborn presided, and Gen. W. T. Sher 
man was‘*present and read a telegram to Secretary 
of War Endicott, asking permission to bury Gen. 
Kilpatrick in the cemetery at West Point. This was 
the expressed wish of Gen. Kilpatrick before be 
died in Chili. Gen. Sherman thought that the re- 
quest would be granted, and it was decided that, in 
that event, the funeral would be held next Tuesday. 
Gen. Sherman was appointed the head of a commit 
tee of three to obtain from the city authorities per- 
mission to place the body in the Governor’s room in 
the City Hall. 


Tue remains of the late Capt. Samuel Munson, 
9th U.S. Infantry, were interred at Evergreen Cem- 
etery, Portland, Me., Oct. 4. Bishop Neely, of 
Portland, read the service at the grave.

TESTING DYNAMITE SHELLS. 

A PRESS despatch of Oct. 11, from Boston, says: 

B. D. Stevens, of Burlington, Vt., made a test of bis dyna- 
mite shell, firiog from an ordiuvary tield piece with gun- 
powder, in the presence of Army officers and State officials 
at Montpelier to-day. The gun used was a twelve-pounder 
brass Napoleon. The shells contained a half-pound of dyna- 
mite and were fired x an ordinary fuse. Five rounds were 
satisfactorily fired. The frst shel 


ter of a mile beyond when it exploded and scatte the 
earth in all directions; tae second shell struck a mound of 
earth twenty feet in diameter and passed through it into the 
air and exploded ; the third and fourth shetis struck a stone 
wall and after demolishing it burst into fragments a little 
beyond; the fuse in the fifth shell was timed to one second, 
the result being that it burst in mid air witbout coming into 
contact with any obstacle.

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CIVIL ENGINEERS IN THB NAVY. 


Tus Engineering News, New Yérk, has a lovg edi- 
torial making complaint of what it characterizes as 
“the jate shameful treatment of Mr. P. C. Asser- 
son, a member of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers, the Civil Ecgineer of the Brooklyn Navy- 
vard, and the ranking engineer among the engineers 
in the service of the U.S. Navy.” It says: “ This 
gentleman, of acknowledged engineering eaperi- 
ence in his particular line of duty, was placed ia 
charge of the ve yurd three years ago, suc- 
ceeding another civil engimeer, who was removed 
for displaying too much evergy in asserting the posi- 
tion and dignity of bis corps. Since that time Mr. 
Asserson has also bad to combat the aggressive line 
officer in the attempt of the latter to make the en- 
gineer subordinate to bim in all things technical as 
well as those purely administrative. So far the 
line officer has won, and Mr. Asserzon, while doing 
all the work and shouldering all the responsibility 
forabout the only work connected with the yard that 
requires a technical training and the exhibit of 
brains, is not permitted to sign a single official docu- 
ment and finds himself in al! things under the orders 
of an officer who is absolutely ignorant of the duties 
of the civil engineer. Not content with this, the 
further indignity bas just been put upon him of de- 
priviog him of bis house in the yard, built especially 
for the civil engineer of the yard, as this officer is 
required by his duties to be there from early in the 
morning till late in the eveniug. The pay director 
of the yard, another staff officer and one whose 
office hours are short, has taken Mr. Asserson’s 
house, and the latter gentleman is now living some 
three miles from the yard to his personal inconven- 
ience. It might be said that this house matter was 
a trifle after all, were it not but a further step in the 
a‘tempt to utterly subordinate the engiueer, not 
only to the line officer but to his brother staff 
officers. 

“The whole trouble lies in the unwise policy, not 
only iv the present but in the past administrations, 
of putting a line officer at the head of the Bureau of 
Docks and Yards. This is a matter to which we 
hav before referred and we rust ugain have some- 
thing to say. A commodore or captain is pry | 
made chief of this Bureau, not because he is at all 
fitted for the duties of the position, but as a reward 
for past services in the line of the Navy, orasa 
mark of special favor in the then head of the Navy 
Department. To this man, who would teel insulted 
if he were credited with a knowledge of the duties 
of a staff officer, the civil engineers of the Navy 
must submit tbeir plans forapproval, and as against 
bis Knicker bosker decision, they have no appeal, 
even were this official to followthe examp!e of good 
old Wouter van Twiller and weigh the evidence pre- 
sented by balancing it in bis two hands, and duly 
award according to the avoirdupois alone. 

“ The head of this Bureau should be the best civil 
engineer the Navy can afford, and the line officer be 
put at something he understands. The present 
practice is a relic of antiquity that cannot too soon 
be done away witb, as it practically has been in 
England and on the Continent by nations which ac- 
tually possess a navy. Tue duties of the office are 
becoming too important, even with us, to leave 
them inv the hands of an official, who, like one bluff 
and honest old commodore we know of, passed plans 
of a dock submitted to him for official approval 
with the remark tbat they ‘were —— pretty pic- 
tures, but what in —— do I know about them?’ If 
the evrgineer must assume all tbe responsibility and 
do all the work, as is the case now, it 18 more than 
uujust to deprive bim, not only of official recogni- 
tion, but even of the respect due to other staff offi- 
cers in bis department of the United States Service; 
it is unmanly treatment, and it is pleasaut to know 
that the majority of the unprejudiced naval officers 
ceusure the Secretary who will permit this matter 
to go uncorrected and aliowed himself to be guided 
by a naval ring that seems to have control of affairs 
at Washington. 

“Secretary Whitney bas done well in many re- 
spects, and for this good we give him all credit. Let 
him now pay some attention to this particular 
branch of the Service; and as we are to have new 
docks and enlarged yards to meet the growing de- 
mands of cur ‘new navy,’ let this work be done not 
only by engineers but under a competent engineer- 
ing chief. W hat esprit du corps can he expect, what 
inducements does he offer to good engineers, under 
the present freezing-out system, to serve the Nav 
witb their best professional endeavors? Noue at all, 
that we can see; and nothing but the fact that all 
men are loath to abandon a profession in which the 
best part of their lives has been expended will ex- 
nie%y the retention of good engineers in the Service. 
..v Jhief of Engineersin the War Department is 
the most experienced officer in his own corps, and 
any inember of that corps is eligible in time to this 
position of trust and responsibility. So the bead of 
the corresponding bureau under the Navy Depart- 
ment should be the best man in bis corps, and the 
line of promotion be open to all in that corps. This 
is only common sense and justice, backed by a true 
sense of what is for the best interest of the Service.” 








TEES VOLUNTEER AND THISTLE. 


Tue Breekive Citizen, referring to the late race 
between the Volunteer and Thistle, says: * Ob- 
stinacy is so characteristically British a failing that 
only the most untoward experience, such as the 
series of thrashings they bave had at our hands, will 
convince transatlantic builders that they have been 
proceeding upon wrong principles. They have yet 
to learn that shapeliness of model is not a solution 
of the problem of moviug a greater mass through 
the water at greater speed with less canvas; at ull 
events, that their idea of shapeliners will not do. In 
spite of ber smaller beam the Thistle has a great 
deal more boat to drag, and, notwithstanding the 
beight of her mast, she has less sail to drag it with. 
The result.1s that except hefore the wind she cannot 
drag it as fast as the Voluntecr can. Moreover it is 
very plain, acd kas been to Americans for along 
time back, that the depth of bu)! of the British cut- 
ter is no compensation for the centre board in wind- 
ward work. But the worst deficiency in the cutter 
-3 want of sail power. Why the Britisher will not 
put sail enough on his boats wedo not pretend to’ 
know. Alli that is apparent about the matter is that 
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shorter on the water line than the Thistle is, and 
with some twenty per cent. leas ballast, the Voluan- 
teer manages with the ulmost ease to carry some 
twenty per cent. more sail.”’ 








PROPOSED PENSION BILLS. 


GENERAL BERDAN, who has been devoting con- 
siderable time to « study of the subject of pensions, 
has prepared drafts of seven bills which he proposes 
to have offered in Congress at the coming seasion. 
They provide pensions for such of the following 
classes as are suffering from disabilities which in the 
op‘nion of a medical board could have been con- 
tracted while in the Service: 

lst. Those who served in the ranks three years 
withont bounties, were hovorably discharged, and 
are pow unable to perform manual labor, in con- 
sequence of disabilities whichin the opinion of a 
medical board could have been eontracted whilst in 
service. 

2d. These who served in the ranks in their regi- 
ments for aless period than three years, without 
bounties, and were honorably discharged. The 
rates to bein proportion to the time of service in 
their regiments, three years being the maximum. 

8d. To give a pension to men who enlisted as sub- 
stitutes or for bounties, who were honoral:ly dis- 
charged, The rates to be the same as now paid for 
thesame amount of disabilities and in proportion to 
the time of service in their regiment, three years 
being the maximum; but first deducting theamouut 
received as bounties or for substitute, with 3 per 
cent. interest. 

4th. To give a pension to all officers who were 
bonorably discharged, and are nowin the opinion 
of a medical board suffering from diseases which 
could bave been contracted in the service. The rate 

4th. The rate to be paid shall be the same as now 

aid for the same disabilities, the maximum being 
or three years’ service; and the proportion to be 
in proportion to the time of service. 

Also to the nye 

5th. Men who served three years ia the ranks and 
were honorably discharged, #4 a month after he is 
sixty years old, $ a menth after heis sixty-five 
years old, and $12 a month after heis seventy, or a 
proportionate sum for a less period of service; first 
deducting all bounties which they may have re- 
ceived with 3 per cent. interest if the same has not 
already been deducted in case of a pension for dis- 
abilities. If the pension for disabilities do not 
amoun’ to these sums, the difference must be made 
up to the allowance for age. 

6th. All volunteer officers who served in the field 
with their regimeuts or on staffs three years, and 
were hovorably discharged, sball receive one-fourth 
of the pension allowed to officers in the Regular 
Ar ny aiter they are a'xty-three years old, or a pro- 
portional sum for any less period of service. 

7th. No widow or mmor child shall receive the 
husbaud’s or father’s pension, if the marriage was 
after an application had been made for a pension. 

*The luet 1s added to cut off a practice which bas 
grown rather common of late, that of women mar- 
rying old soldiers to inberit their pensions. 








THE MILITARY PRISON. 


WE are indebted to Colonel A. P. Blunt, U. S. A., 
Commandant of the Military Prison, for a copy of 
bis annual report, which contains some interesting 
statistics and information concerning the iuetitution 
in question. Many permavent improvements have 
been made, and the financial showing is a good one, 
For the support of the prison for the last fiscal year 
there was appropriated $89,917.76, and expended 
$76,355.25, leaving a balauce unexpended of 
$13,562.51. 

The Prison farm yielded during the past year 
the following: 4,500 bushels corn, 4,575 bushels 
potatoes, 200 bushels onions, 60 bushels parsnips, 39 
bushels carrots, 145 bushels beets, 20 bushels beans, 

000 heads cabbage, 1,000 bushels tomatoes, 3.905ibs. 
broom corn, besides a lot of other vegetables con- 
sumed daily in the Prison mess. 

Colonel Biunt says: “The conduct of the pri- 
soners in general bas been very good and commend- 
able; in only a few instaveces severe disciplinary 
measures had to be adopted, and the majority of 
these cases were disposed of by trial of General 
Court Martial, and the imposing of slight additionul 
sentences. In 2orclusion, [ wish to express my ap- 
preciation and satisfaction of the different officerson 
duty at the Prison, for the manifest interest they have 
taken in the performance of their various and con- 
tinuous duties, their exemplary conduct aad their 
untiring endeavor to co-operate with me for the 
good of the Prison. Ialso desire to offer my grate- 
ful acknowledgments to the Honorable the Secre- 
tary of War, and the members cf the Board of 
Prison Commissioners for their support and en- 
couragement given me in the performance of my 
duties, and which have so much contiibuted to the 
success of this institution.”’ 

The reports of the Assistant Quartermaster and 
Attending Surgeonand Chaplain, whieh accompany 
Colonel Blunt’s report, are also interesting. Surg. 
J. P. Wright says: “Tbe majority (probably 70 per 
cent. of prisoners) are under thirty years of age, in 
good health und physique, and endowed with the 
ability to perform their allotted tasks without spe- 
cial draught upon their vital resources. Of the re- 
maining 90 per cent. a large part of these also are 
able bodied, and up to the mark physically. There 
remains, however, a class represented by tour types. 
First—Old men of dissipated antecedents. Second 
—Thbe recruit of immature and delicate physique, 
whose enlistmeut was a mistake. Third—Tbe other- 
wise healthy subject of genito-urinary lesion, often 
intractable from chronicity. Fourth—Subjects of 
pulmonary tuberculosis.” 

Chaplain McCleery, referring to the reading mat 
ter provided for the prisoners, says: “ Through the 
solicitation of the Superintendent of Education for 
the Army, the American Bible Society of New York 
donated us one huodred Bibles aud Testaments— 
fifty each; and \:rs. Martin of Auburn, New York, 
secured for us ote bundred Gospel Hymne, for 
which our acknowledgment 1s hereby made, with 
the assuranee that they have reaped, and will con- 


tinue to reap therefrom a rich reward,’

RELIGIOUS SIDE OF CONFEDERATE ARMIES. 


ir Las been a matter of surprise to some historians 
that the Confederate armies were 80 4 fast, 80 
daring and 80 sel Heritage § 

Of course, the ability with which they were led 
was one of the strong elements of Confedexate suc- 
cess. Another was the fact that the war to the’? was 
a defensive one, in which their homes and yhelr 
household gods were at stake. The feeling of p.°- 
triotism was probably never more vigorous among 
any soldiers than among those that followed Lee. 
The book before us [** Christin the Camp") shows 
to what point the patriotic feelings of all classes ia 
the South were wrought. But, in addition to all 
these causes, Dr. Jones's book throws a flood of light 
upon the characters and tbe aims of the men who 
won so mauy and so great victories. A large pro- 
portion of the ragged soldiery that followed to. 
Jackson and Stuart were earnest Christian men, in- 
spired by a faith as strong and living lives as pure 
as Cromwell's [ronsides. These men, in many Cases, 
had left their homes of refinement and ease to 
shoulder a musket, and to uudergo all the privations 
of a Confederate camp. Whatever obullition of feel- 
ing may have taken some of them into the army, 
nothing but the strongest convictions of duty kept — 
them there. It is after reading Dr. Joues’s book that 
we can best understand how these men bore cheer- 
fully tveir trials and fought on with undimioished 
courage when bope of success had fied. Even on the 
last disastrous retreat to Appomattox. Lee’s arm 
showed au undaunted front to their pursuers, and, 
though well-nigh starved, were ready to engage in 
battle on the very day of the surrender, Tbese men 
were simple, honest, earnest, God-fearing. Lee, 
Stonewall Jacksovu, Stuart and many oth-ra were 
leaders thoroughly in religious sympathy with the 
men they led. To such bosts, death, wounds, toils, 
privations, had no terrors, when in that way lay the 
path to heaven. 

Dr. Jones preserves many valuable statistics show- 
ing the labors of various orgauvizations engaged in 
the religious work in the army and hospitals; and 
his account of how this work was carried on, taken 
from contemporary authorities, is very mtereating. 
But ell this yields in interest. as well as importance, 
to the picture he gives of religious life in the Arm 
of Northern Virgiuia; to the description of chure 
services and prayer meetings, io which whole bri- 
gades participated: of the great revivals which took 
place in every part of the army; of the activity of 
church work when iu wivter quarters; of the 
gathering of thousands upon some hillside in sum- 
mer to worship God, where general officers, includ- 
ing Lee and Jackson, kne!t with their men and 
guided their devotions; where chaplains’ words 
were often beard as the men were preparing for 
battle, and the services were often interrupted by 
the openivg of the firing; where such menu as Gen. 
Gordon of Georgia, preached to their men before 
leading them into the * perilous edge of battle.”’— 
Magazine of American History. 








THE COLDEST TEMPERATURE KNOWN. 


La. W. H. Scuverze, U. 8. N., in bis report of his 
mission to the Lena Delta says: “As we approached 
Verchoyansk (Northern Siberia) the cold was almost. 
unbearable, compelling a stop at nearly every in- 
habited yourta (native but), not ouly on account of 
ourselves, but more owing to the reindeer, which 
suffered visibly during tbe low temperatures. For- 
tunately these 1ubabited yourtas are not far apart 
as one approaches the villaze. Breathing was at 
times difficult, aod on Jav. 10 and 11 (1886) the tem- 
perature sank to—60 deg. Celeius, corresponding to 
86.80 deg. Fahrenheit, below zero. This is the cold- 
est temperature ever observed, and J afterward had 
the satisfaction of establishing it beyond a doubt by 
the agreement of the thermometers at Verchovansk, 
observed by exiles who were farnisbed with instru- 
ments bv the Central Meteorological Observatory at 
Paviovsk, near St. Petersburg. Verchoyansk thus 
maintained its reputation of being the pole of the 
erg: known cold, although its latitude is only 

deg. North.”’

INTERSTATE PRIZE AT CREEDMOOR. 
T » the Editor of the Army and Navy Journat : 

THE letter of Captain W. H. Greenland, captain 
of the 28d Regiment Team, in relation to the action 
of the National Rifle Association, in overruling the 
protest of the New York ‘Team aguinst the action of 
the Executive Officer awarding the Interstate prize 
to the team of Massachusetts, seems to require some 
response. Permit me, therefore, to say : 

First. The terms of the match were specific, that 
it was to be shot at 500 yards in the “ prune” posi- 
tion, which means on the face. 

Second. That Sergt. Dolan fired nine of his shots 
on his back. 

Third. The members of the Executive Committee 
present at the meeting had previously ascertained 
that there was no doubt in the minds, certainly of 
the majority, and I believe of all its members, that 
these facts rendered the first nine shots zeros, and 
that this being the case thescore of the Massachu- 
setts Team was the highest, and the decision of the 
Executive Officer awarding it the prize was proper. 

Fourth. Rules are made to be observed, and if 
they are broken it is no excuse to say that the 
offender gained no advantage. Sergt. Dolan bad no 
more right to use the back position than he would 
have bad to use a Wreedmoor rifle with Vernier 
— and a three-pound trigger pull. 

D conclusion, 1 would say that personally I fail to 
see why the Massachusetts Team, who have mude 
the highest official score, should relinquish the prize 
because one of the members of another team made 
some shots which were rejected, and scored as 
misses. 

In some of the International rifle matches both 
Sir Henry Halford and Mr. Milner shot upon wrong 
targets, and although they both made bull’s-eyes 
they were counted misses. The shot of Milner, I 
think, lost the first International match to the Irish. 

Where is the distinction m the two cases? All 
competitors at Creedmoor are entitled to have the 
conditions of the matches enforced and no accusa- 
tion of unfairness can be made against them for so 
doing. I think Captain Greenland misquotes my 
statement. I would give nothing to auy team to 
which they were not justly entitled. But 1 have 
always contended that to make Creedmoor a na- 
tional range every care should be exercised to see 
that the rights of strangers are scrupulously pro- 
tected. If there is adoubt i think they, and not our 
own men, should have the benefit of it. But Inever 
could see any doubt in this case.

INSPECTION OF THE TWENTY-THIRD NEW YORK. 


On Monday evening, Oct. 10, the 234d New York, at its 
armory, opened the round of fail inspections of the New 
York and Brooklyn regi its—Cols. T. H. McGrath and F. 
C. McLewee, of the I General's Department, and 
Major Jahn, of the 2d B: staff, inspecting officers. The 
turn out numerically was certainly very creditable, only 18 
absentees out of a total of 687 being pepersed. This brings 
the percentage up to 97.38, which slightly exceeds that of 
last year, when the percentage was considered unprece- 
dented. For the further credit of the regiment, let it be 
said that on the present n the turnout was entirely 
——. and spontaneous on the part of the men, and that 
wom individual in the ranks was able bodied and in proper 
condition. It will be remembered that it was alleged last 
year that strong efforts were made to swell the strength 
| nage of the command by all sorts of means ; that the sick, 

me, and lazy were at the last moment gobbied up wherever 
possible and brought in carriages gratis to the armory. The 
report may have been exasgerated, still there must have 
been some truth in it, for the Inspector Generai officially 
stated that a number of men were iu the ranks who had 
better have been in bed. The present turnout, however, 
was creditable in every respect, and in considering it there 
is only one feature of and that is that the command 
did not make an 7 fair exhibition at the State camp 
—_ summer, where there was and arduous duty to 
perform. 

The regiment turned out in State service uniform and 
heavy marching order. The appearance of the men, their 
set up and manual was up to the highest standard, and in 
this respect nothing better could be Jesired. The inspection 
was preceded by a review, taken by Col. McGrath. which 
was very successful, everybody evidently doing his level 
best to make the affair impressive. The short passage was 
effected in good style, with weil aligned and well closed 
ranks, and we only regret that want of space forbade the 
command to fully develop its capacity. A few defective 
salutes were the only drawbacks which characterized the 
coeueer. After line had been reformed the companies 
wheeled into column for inspection as well as they could, 
and, so far as we were able to judge froma distance, steadi- 
ness, neatpess, soldieriy bearing, and well-adjusted accou- 
trements were the order of the day. As we have often 
stated before, night inspections furnish, to say the least, but 
a very imperfect basis on which to form a correct idea of 
the real merits of an organization. Many points of excel- 
lence, as well as defects, which broad daylight and an open 
field would reveal, remain undiscove ; the commands 
have to resort to all kinds of makeshift manceuvres to get 
into some sort of shape for inspection; inspectors, no mat- 
ter how sharp and competent, have to overlook a great 
many things, and taking everything into consideration, 
night inspections are scarcely worth the cost and trouble 
entailed. Itis a matter of surprise that the authorities have 
not abolished them long ago. 

The inspection was very minute and lengthy and it was 
long after 10 o’clock betore the last company marched out 
of the hall. The figures show a slight falling off, eight men, 
since last year. but this may be considered as accidental as 
the regiment for several years has nearly held its own in 
strength, which is evidence of goo1, steady material and a 
healthy spirit. This isa gratifying feature amid all the decay 
and want of interest which characterize so many National 
Guard organizations at the present time. Lieut.-Col. Alex- 
ander 8. Bacon had command. It is generally deplored that 
this officer, who has done excellent work for the organiza- 
tion, cannot be prevailed upon to reconsider his determina- 
tion to . An election for colonel has been ordered for 
Oct. 17, and it is the genera! impression that ex-Col. John N. 
Partridge will be the choice. Col. Partridge is well known 
as an excellent soldier, well-experienced and practical, with 
none of the * hurrah” style about him, and it is therefore to 
be hoped that he may be elected. The following table 
shows the results in figures of last and this year’s inspections;

The Boston Herald reports that in order to keep withio 
the apprupriation of $40,000 allowed for the Philadelphia 
Centennial the Adjutant-General put the Massachusetts 
contingent on its own bottom. He boldly chartered an 
enormous building (a vacant skating rink), fitted it up with 
ranges, cooking utensils, eic., & an efficient caterer to 
look after the commissary, purchased crockery. table ware, 
chairs, tables, etc., and then, everything beiog actually done 
at cost, not only were the troops better boused, fed and 
cared for than those of any other State, but the expense was 
largely within bounds. When it seemed as though the ne- 
cessary expense would be in excess of the appropriation the 
Adjutant-General announced an assessment ou euch man, 
to be deducted from their per diem pay, of $8 per man, 
leaving $2 per man to be paid to the soldier, or in reality to 
be turned into the company treasury. The men, with but 
little murmuring. met the apparent emergency. Those to 
whom it was a sacrifice yielded to pressure or to national 
pride and made the sacrifice. They comported themselves 
as models of discipline and good bebavior, and they honored 
every citizen of the State, and especially the Common- 
wealth itself. As aresult of this there was a surplus of 
$11,000, instead of the deficiency anticipated.

CORRUPTION IN FRANUE. 


GENERAL CAFFAREL, French Army, who was, Oct. 
8, suspended from the position of Chief of the War 
Department Staff, Madame Limouzin, and Baron 
Kreitmayer, a German, bave been arrested for sell- 
ing civil decorations. General Caffarel has been 
committed toa pottery prison. He w'') be tried by 
a Council of War. It is reported -nat, besides 
Madame Limouzin and Baron Kreitmayer, General 
Aublan and a Senator are implicated with General 
Caffarel. All the accused persons strenuously pro- 
test their mnocence. 

Edmund Yates writes the New York Tribune: 
“ The Caffarel-Limouzin case in Paris is a sad scan- 
dal. Madame Limouzin is a vulgar adventuress. 
She is 41 years of age—a little, yellow, wrinkled, 
limping, humpbacked creature, with small, pierc- 
ing eyes, extreme volubility of speech and con- 
siderable elegance of langu Last year she lived 
in the Boulevard Beaumarchais with a companion 
who called herself Comtesse de Boissier, Baronne de 
Beauregard, or Marquise de Clemenca, and whose 
real name is Henriette Boissy, a cocotte of the com- 
mercial type, who used to keep a house at Paris 
where you drank tea, played baccarat and placed a 
louis under a candlestick each time you took the 
cards. Madame Limovuzin also bas a husband, an 
adventurer of smaller calibre. This tric carried on 
the business of an ‘influence agency’ for the benefit 
of persons desiring employment in the Ministeries, 
promotions, Government contracts, etc. Well in 
view in the drawing-room were visiting cards of 
eminent political persorages, on which were written 
a few words, cards and writing being forged if 
necessary. The dupes on entering were struck by 
this mize en scene and the first interview ended by a 
deposit destined to grease the palms of the Minis- 
ters, Senators, Deputies, and other notabilities, with 
whom Madame Limouzin professed to be on the 
best of terms. In reality Madame Limouzin and the 
‘Comtesse’ passed their time writing politscians— 
notably M. Thibaudin and General Boulanger—let- 
ters containing flattery, threats, calumnies, offers of 
service, and propositions of a most compromising 
character. Both M. Thibaudin and General Bou- 
langer finally warned the trio, tbrough the police, 
to cease their mancuvres. Then Madame Limouzin 
and the ‘Comtesse’ quarrelled and the former re- 
moved to a gorgeous suile of rooms in the Avenue 
Wagram, where she continued her agency and en- 
tered into relations with General Caffarel, an officer, 
who was overwhelmed with debts and had no longer 
any sense of honor or decency. The ‘ Comtesse,’ 
first of all, denounced her former accomplice to the 
police; then followed complaints from various 
sources, and at length the police proceeded to watch 
Madame Limouzin, thinking it was simply a ques- 
tion of one of those innumerable flash agencies 
which abound in Paris, that paradise of adventurers. 

“The inquiry led further than was expected. A 
detective sent to epvtrap Madame Limouzin was 
taken by her to the Ministry of War and introduced 
to Gen. Caffarel, to whom the detective handed a 
sum of moneyin return for which, it was undertood, 
he wuuld receive the cross of the Legion of Honor. 
This surprising discovery broucht matters to a 
crisis. The Minister of War in the presence of M. 
Rouvier, interrogated Gen. Caffarel, who confessed. 
Time was then impliedly given him to blow fhis 
brains out, but he did not have the courage to, take 
advantage of this supreme privilege. He was ar- 
rested and is now in prison with Mada‘ne Limouzin. 
The case will be a formidaole washing of dirty linen 
in the facts and personages involved. Eveu the 
son-in-law of President Grevy, M. Daniel Wilson, is 
involved in many of Madame Limouzin’s tried tripo- 
tages. With such a case as this before us, shall we 
say tbat corruption in the Republic is less interest- 
ing than the depravity of the Empire?” 

en. Ferron, French Minister of War, opened 
the Lycée at Chartres Oct. 9. He delivered an ad- 
dress, 1m which he said that the manufacture of the 
new rifies for the Army was being carried on with 
undiminished vigor. He referred to the Caffarel 
affair, and said: ** You need not anticipate from me 
the slightest weakness in dealing with faults against 
bonor and disciple. The higher the military posi- 
tion of the guilty parties the more severely 1 shall 
deal with them. The errors of one man do not stain 
the honor of the whole Army. Keep intact the con 
sideration and esteem in which you hold it.”

HOTCHKISS AND MOUNTAIN GUNS. 


WE publish some further illustrations of the ver 
fine collection of ordnance shown by Sir W. G. 
Armstrong, Mitchell and Co. at the Newcastle Exhi- 
bition, these illustrations showing their present type 
of Hotchkiss gun and a 7-pounder mountain Oo. 
Considerable improvements have been effected at 
Elswick in the mountings of the smaller rapid fre 
gupos, The Elswick automatic recoil mounting for: 
tne 3-pounder Hotchkiss rapid fire gun bas been, in 
fact, the germ from which the 30-pounder and f0- 
pounder mountings bave arisen. 

The gun itself is placed on a rocking slide, which 

ivots on trunnion rings, the gun only moving 

+k wards and forwards on the slide. The elevation 
or depression are given by rotating the slide round. 
its trunnions by means of a shoulder piece a 
toit. Aclamping arc is fitted to the right side, so as to 
fix the gun atany angle of elevation required. In 
front of the trunnion bearings are screwed two 
piston rods, which pass through glands into the re- 
coil presses, forming part of the revolving bracket. 
The recoil presses are internally slightly conical, to 
allow a free passage of water past the piston at the 
commencement of the recoil, which is gradually di- 
minishing towards itsend. At the rear of the trun- 
nion ngs are two spripgs, contained in boxes, 
which also form part of the rocking slide; these be- 
ing compressed during recoil, serve to return the 
gun immediately to the firing position. 

The rocking slide 1s provided with trunnions, 
which fit into a revolving bracket ou which the guu 
is trained horizontally by means of the shoulder 
piece. This revolving bracket is carried on a pivot 
plate, to which it is attached by a chp ring m 
halves. A clamp fixes the bracket in avy position. 
A gun-metal pivot at the centre of the mounting 
takes the weight off the mounting and reduces the 
friction when training. This bracket carries a thio 
steel shield for protection against rifle fire. Since 
the gun always recoils in the live of fire. the strains 
of recoil never vary. From the pressures indicated 
in the recoil presses during experiment, the maxi- 
mum strain was found to be 6.7 tons, and the meun 
strain 4.75 tons, the total amount of recoil being 4 
in. Assuming the powder pressure to be lb tons per 
square inch, a strain of tons square inch 
would be given off on the stand at the centre of the 

un in the case of the non-recoil mounting. so that 

t is seen how much the mounting 1s relieved by the 


adoption of a certain though small recotl. A guard 
is fitted over the triggerin the pietol grip to pre- 
vent the use of the trigger for firing. A yard is 


attached to it, and led through the brass guard in 
rear, 30 that the man at tbe shoulder piece can fireb 
pulling the lanyard. A knot is made in the lanya 

so that the gun cannot be fired if it does not return 
into the firing position. 

A rate of fire of about 20 rounds a minute has been 
obtained with the 3 pounder gun thus mounted. 
Hotchkiss guns have been manufactured by Sir W. 
G. Armstrong, Mitchell and Co. in large numbers, 
especially for the British Government. Toney are 
used extensively on board ship and in to ‘oO boats. 

The7-pdunder mountaio gun isintended for mouu- 
taiu service, for which purpose it is made in two ' 

rts,so that it can be easily transported on the 

kof mules. Its carriage and ammuopition are 
carriei in the same way. The total weight of the 
gun is 400 lbs.; each part. therefore, bigs bt 200 lbs., 
and forms a load for one mule. Four other mules 
carry the curriages, ammunition, and . 

Another 7-pounder shown at the Exhibition is in- 
tended fora boat gun. The principal dimensious 
of the mountgin guu are: Length (total), 73¢ ins: 
length of bord, 6614 ins.; leneth of rifling, 554¢ ins.; 
calibre, 24¢ ins.; weight, 400 lbs.; weight of sbell 
(filled), 7 1b. 6 Qz.; weight of powder charge, 14¢ Ib. 
Excelient service has been rendered by this weapon 
in India, Afghanistan, and Egypt.

Tue total mileage of railways in Great Britain at 
the end of 1886 was 19,332, an increase for the year of 
163 miles. This gives about one mile of roid to every 
63¢ miles of area. America has 1 mile to 22 square 
miles of country, not including Alaska. The paid 
up capital amounted to 344,254, an increase of 
£12,480.000 for the year, bringing the capital account 
to nearly £41,820 per mile. The total liabilities in 
America amount to £12,214 per mile, capital stocks, 
bonds and floating debt. 

SECRETARY BAYARD states that the United States 
is not directly interested in the movement of Ger- 
many to secure redress fur grievances in Samoa. The 
United States doves not exercise. a protectorate over 
Samoa, or have any other interest in the matter 
than the protection of American citizens, whose 
rigbts are not likely to be disregarded by Germany. 
Germany bad informed this Government in advance 
of its purpose, and given the assurrance that Amer- 
icans would not be interfered with. She has taken 
snap judgment upon the Samoans with the evident 











purpose of securing control of the little kingdom for 
her own purposes. 
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THe Spanish Government bas issued a decree for- 
bidding foreigners to make topographical studies 
near the Spanish frontiers. No surveyor or engi- 
neer will be allowed to make notes, even in bebalf 
of private employers. 

A 20-POUNDER field gun has recently been designed 
at Woolwich, which will probably be the most pow- 
erful field piece yet constructed. The gun, which 
will unly weigh 12 cwt., is designed to fire a 6 Ib. 
charge of powder, giving an estimated velocity at 
the muzzle of 1 650 feet per second. 


At the close of last year 785 miles of railroad were 
reported to be in operation in Peru. In 1878 the re- 
turns gave 1,560 miles. The aifference is due to the 
war with Chili (1879-83) which caused great destruc- 
tion of property, and ended with,the loss of certain 
lines througha cession of the territory contaiuing 
them to Chili. Two lines comprising 23 miles are 
private; therest of the Peruvian railways belong 
to the State. TheState, however, manages only onv 
short line, the Lima and Ancon; the remainder are 
let out, ou various conditions, to private persons. 

THE Calabria, one of the seven large merchant 
steamers belouging to the ltalian Steam Navigation 
Comparay, chartered by the Government for the 
trauvsport of troops and stores to Massowah, will 
carry @ movable or folding screen of steel plates, 
manufactured at Turin arseaal, which is capable of 
heing extended toa leugth of over 1,200 feet and in 
case of need can be formed into a circular defence or 
fort. More than two hundred camels will be re- 
quired for the carriage of the plates. A special 
corps of Volunteers for the service in Africa will be 
ewhbarked on board the vessels which have been 
lightly armed. The departure of the expedition 
will be early in November.
